AND PROVINCIAL CHAMPIONSHIP 4-3 


Edmonton Picked Team Outplayed by the Visitors—Oollier and Dickison Starred—Oollier Scored 
Edmonton's Only Goal—Spence and Wakelyn Injured—Half Time Score Was 2-0—Vis. 
ing Players Banquetted After the Game

Saturday was a “Derby Day” for the 
followers of soccer football in the city, 
lor the cream of the Calgary soccer- 
ites were here, along with supporters, 
to the number of almost 200—convey- 
ed by special train—ready to "do or 
die’ to avenge their defeat of a month 
ago and with a sentence of public 
banishment hanging over their heads 
should they return to Cow-town with- 
out the laurels.
